Status of Claims 

1. Claims 1-8 are pending. 
Claim 1 is rejected. 
Claims 4 and 8 are objected. 
Claims 2, 3, and 5-7 are withdrawn. 



Election/Restrictions 

2. Claims 2, 3 and 5-7 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 . 142(b) as being drawn 
to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in 
the reply filed on July 14, 2005. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the 
rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Minami et al. (EP 466096) teach the 
compound 4-hydroxy-3-ethyM'-vinyloxy-diphenylsulfone, which is a compound of the instant claim when r=l, 

m=0, p=l, q=0, n=0, W=S02, R is formula (3), and R^, R*^ and R^ are H (see entire disclosure, in particular page 

25, Table 4, exmrplQ 50). 

5. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kanayama et al. (JP 05051418). 
Kanayama et al. teach the compound bis [4-(l-propenyloxy)phenyl] methanone, which is 

a confound of the instant claim when r=l, m=0, p=l, q=l, n=0, W is a carbonyl group, R and R' are formula (3), 
and R^ and R^ are H and R^ is methyl (see entire disclosure, in particular conqjonent B). 
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6. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Cinque et al. (Journal of Medicinal 
Chemistry, April 1998, Vol 41, No. 9, pages 1540-1554). 

Cinque et aL teach compounds of the instant claim when r=l, mr=0, p=l, q=0, n=0, W is 

oxygen, R is formula (3), and and R^ are H and R^ is hydrogen or methyl (see entire disclosure, in particular 
compounds 5, 34, and 52). 

Response to Amendment 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC 6 112 

7. The rejection of claim 8 under 35 USC § 1 12 second paragraph is withdrawn in response to the amendment 
to said claims filed February 6, 2006. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

8. The rejection of claim 1 under 35 USC § 102 (b) as anticipated by Nobuo et al. (JP 07-333797) or 
Nakamura et aL (EP 0 167 762) is withdrawn, since the claim has been amended to exclude the con:q>ounds 
disclosed therein. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Claims 4 and 8 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if 
rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
